Nebraska 
Wesleyan 
university 
completed its forty-fifth year of ex- 
istence Monday, as officials recalled 
that formal dedication exercises 
took place in the chapel of 
Main 
building on September 25. 1888. 
Governor John M. Thayer. Bishop 
J P. Newman and twelve presiding 
elders of the Methcdist church were 
on the platform as Rev. W. G. Mil- 
ler, chairman of board of trustees, 
signalized the opening of the uni- 
versity as "the culmination of two 
years of effort to unify the educa- 
tional system of the church in Ne- 
braska—to bring the schools into 
harmonious 
and correct relations 


with the church." 
Dr D. F. Creighton was the first 
chancellor of Nebraska Wesleyan 
and when registration took place 
just forty-five years ago today H. R. 
Esterbrook of Lincoln was the first 
student to enroll. 
"Wesleyan university was just a 


big building en a big prairie," Mr 
Esterbrook said recalling the day he 
entered school there. "There wasnt 
a house in University Place and the 
nearest trees were on the state farm. 


The only means or transportation 
vi:s a horsedrawn hurdle wnich rat- 
tled across the prairie to the gates 
of learning." 
As school 
opened Main building 
had no doors, windows or stairs, Mr. 
Esterbrook said First classes were 
held while workmen were still bang- 
ing away overhead in an effort to

possible. The faculty numbered fif- 
teen and the range of selection was 
small. 
Four women graduated in 


1890. four men in 1891, and Mr. Est- 
erbrook graduated in 1893. The first 
two graduating classes were made up 
of students who had already taken 
some college work at other schools.

'john Ellis Sedman, C. S., of Los 


Angeles, gave a lecture on "The 
Science of Indestructible Good'1 at 
the First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, In Lincoln Sunday afternoon. 
The speaker, who k> a member of 
the board of lectureship of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
In 
Boston, 
was 
introduced 
by 
Grove r C. Ferguson, first reader ot 
the local church. 
The lecturer said in part: 
"Christian Science is a subject of 
such \ast proportions that it can- 
not be dealt with in a comprehen- 
sive way In a brief address. At this 
time I desire to call your attention 
especially to that aspect of Chris- 
tian Science which makes plain the 
indestructible nature of good. When 
we look out over the world, and 
mark the problems which confront 
humanity, we can easily see that no 
teaching can lift the burdens from 
the shoulders of men, unless it can 
make plain the fact that the dis- 
cords and distresses of the race 
have no foundation in Gods infi- 
nite plan. All the fears which beset 
humanity can be traced to the pre- 
vailing belief that evil is real and 
that good can be destroyed. People 
fear 
concerning health, because 


they believe that health can be im- 
paired, diminished, destroyed. When 
happy, they fear lest happiness be 
displaced by sorrow. People fear lor 
their faculties, because they believe 
that mind can be injured. They fear 
concerning their friendships, be- 
cause they believe that friendship 
is something which begins and con- 
sequently may end. People fear con- 
cerning their supply of necessary 
things, because they believe that 
supply may be curtailed or entirely 
cut off. Men fear that they may be 
displaced, and no longer have gooa 
and useful positions to fill. They 
fear even for life itself, because 
they believe life to be destructible. 
Christian Science comes putting to 
rout all such fears with the com- 
'forting assurance that good is, al- 
ways has been, and ever will be in- 
destructible. There is no such thing 
as destructible or perishable gooa. 
Our concepts of good may vary and 
change, but the good itself remains 
forever the same immutable, im- 
perishable good. 
What is good? We can give a 
simple, and yet profound answer to 
that question in one word, God.

God's cre- 
ation is good, infinite, eternal, in- 
destructible good, existing at the 
standpoint of effect, forever pro- 
duced and forever sustained by God. 
All Christian thinkers agree with 
the inspired teaching of the Bible 
that God is tha one and only cause 
and creator. God is admittedly 
eternal, infinite, and perfect. Obvi- 
ously then, God can have within 
Himself 
no destructive element. 


Now, like produces like; that simple 
proposition bases all true logic. It 
follows that since there is no de- 
structive element in God, there can 
be no destructive element in that 
'which God creates. Hence, 
the 
demonstrable fact that everything 


I that God produces is as eternal and 
Indestructible as God Himself. 
Everyone agrees that good and 
evil are opposites. Honesty and dis- 


I honesty are opposites. Love 
and 
hate, holiness and unholiness, siclc- 
• ness and health, happiness and un- 
happiness, harmony and discord are 
opposites. Mrs. Eddy was led by 
God to see that since good and evil 
are opposites, only one of them can 
be real. She saw that since the per- 
fect God obviously produces the 
real good, then evil, the opposite of 
good, cannot come from God and 
must be unreal. No one has ever 
been able to explain how a perfect 
God could create evil; and no one 
has ever been able to explain how 
evil can exist as a reality if God is 
perfect and omnipotent. Christian

Wait For Foe To Lift. 
BOSTON, Sept. 25—{£>)—Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd's Bear 
of 
Oakland lay at her dock today, 
booms down and hatches battened, 
awaiting the lifting of fog to per- 
mit her to sail for the South Polar 
seas. 
Cargo was stowed aboard the ice- 
scarred old sealer yesterday and aJl 
was made shipshape for sailing this 
morning. But a dense fog blank- 
eted the harbor and ocean tempor- 
arily held up the ship's departure. 
Sunday was a day of farewells for 
the Bear's crew ana the partv of 
scientists who will sail with her on 
her two-year mission in Antarctic 
waters. 
Terrence Keough, a young New 


York skipper who spent four years 
of his nautical career as captain of 
the old Atlantis, oceanographic ship 
from Woods Hole, commands the 
barkentine and Captain Benedik. 
Johanssen, a Norwegian with

Arctic trips behind him, will pilot 
the Bear when she reaches the ice 
fields of the South Polar seas. 
Cargoes Will Be Shifted. 
The Bear was expected to reach 
Dunedin. New Zealand, the base, in 
about 60 days. There cargoes will be 
shifted and the sealer 
will head 
south into the ice of the Bay of 
Whales for Byrd's frozen homestead. 
Little America. 
Customs officers who issued clear- 
ance papers for the Bear yesterday 
also delivered official 
documents 
changing the name of the 
Byrd 
flagship from Pacific Fir to Jacoo 
Ruppert in honor of Colonel Jacob 
Ruppert of New York. The brewer 
and baseball magnate is one of the 
principal sponsors of the expedition 
the admiral's second to the South 
Pole. 


Admiral Byrd said he would leave 
Boston on the Jacob Ruppert 
in 
about a week. He said the Ruppert 
would overtake the slower Bear long 
before the New Zealand's ship base 
was reached. 
The Ruppert will complete load- 
ing early this week. She will carry 
the bulk of the supplies, including 
three airplanes and nearly all of 
the sledge dogs. 
The first stop of the Bear was an- 
nounced as Bayonne. N. J., for some 
equipment. From there the barken- 
tine will sail to Norfolk Va., where 
additional coal will be loaded.

Dr. Suzzallo was president of the 
University of Washington from 1915 
until 1926, when he was dismissed 
after Roland H. Hartley, then gov- 
ernor of Waashington, removed the 
board of regents and appointed new 
members to the board. The action 
followed a long period of disputes 
over university administration and 
financing. 
Dr. Suzzallo left Columbia univer- 
sity in 1915 to become head of the 
University of Washington. 
During 
his administration the institution's 
enrollment doubled despite higher 
entrance requirements. 


Was Commencement Speaker. 
Dr. Suzzallo was well known to 
many Lincoln and Nebraska educat- 
ors. He was commencement speak- 
er at the University of Nebraska in 
1926. In 1924 and 1928 he gave ad- 
dresses at each of the six district 
conventions of the Nebraska State 
Teachers association, including the 
meetings in Lincoln.

ROOSEVELT AND 
AIDES MAP PLAN 
OF FARM RELIEF 


Release of Funds Tied 


Up in Closed Banks is 


Major Objective. 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 25—(AP)— 


A new idea today stimulated Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's campaign to pro- 
vide needed credit for NRA indus- 
tries and raise the farmer's income 
to the price level of the things he 
must bujt 


It was evolved at a white house 
conference attended by Mr. Roose- 
velt's financial advisers, but none 
would disclose the elements of the 
plans 
agreed 
upon. Secretaries 
Woodin. 
Wallace and 
Attorney 
General 
Cummings headed 
the 
group of high officials that gath- 
ered last night and then worked 
out the new line of attack. 
With the increase in farm prices 
lagging still behind the cost of com- 
modities the farmer must have, it 
was indicated that the conferees 
were practically a unit in the 
thought that a major objective 
should b« the release to depositors 
of funds now tied up in closed 
banks. Most of this 
locked-up 
money is in rural communities. 
Inflation Hardly Discussed. 


Reviewing the situation, the con- 
ferees found that when the national 
banking holiday was concluded in 
last mid-March 
frozen 
deposits 
totaled $2,200,774,000, or approxi- 
mately 12 per cent of all deposits 
last January 1, and that in the 
meanwhile this percentage 
had 
been 
reduced to approximately 


$746,000,000, less than 4 per cent of 
the January 1 total. 
So far as last night's conference 
was concerned, those attending said 
inflation of the currency was hard- 
ly discussed. One of them empha- 
sized that the green-back method 
of increasing money in circulation 
had no part in Mr. Roosevelt's pres- 
ent plan. 
Behind this lay the problem of 
inducing the banks to extend loans 
to commercial enterprises operating 
under the blue eagle. The whole 
subject was reviewed in detail with 
the result that the administration, 
in effect, today told the bankers 
that the government's billions were 
ready to help banks give the indus- 
tries of their communities the 
credit needed to increase employ- 
ment. 


Under this scheme the Recon- 
struction Finance corporation would 
rehabilitate a bank's capital struc- 
ture by purchasing new issues of 
preferred stock; the farm credit 
and 
home loan 
administrations 


would replace 
slow real 
estate 
mortgage assets with their readily 
saleable bonds, and the Deposit 
Guaranty corporation would guar- 
antee the funds of new depositors. 
With reference to the impediment 
of dragging farm prices, Secretary 


Wallace, 
before 
attending last 
night's white housj meeting, said 
that unless there is an increase in 
world trade. 40.000,000 acres ot farm 
land must be withdrawn from culti- 
vation. He added: 
"President Roosevelt, George Peek 
and all of us in the agricultural ad- 
justment administration are con- 
vinced that this dilemma of burst- 
ing warehouses and starving multi- 
tudes niust be solved. 


"No amount 
of 
inflation, 
no 
dumping or stabilization efforts, no 
attempt at 
price-fixing 
will by 
themselves prove to be enough. 
Combined with production control, 
all these things might help us; but 
without that they arc only patch- 
work on a structure that is badly 
off balance at base."

Winkler,

spread notoriety last year when he 
turned back some $700,000 worth of 
securities taken by robbers who 
held up the Lincoln, Neb., National 
Bank & Trust Co. was seized, with 
his wife, in their fashionable Lake 
Shore Drive apartment last night, 
and after a brief questioning was 
locked up for further inquiry. 
Chief 
of Detectives 
William 
Schoemaker and Melvin H. Purvis, 
head of the Chicago bureau of in- 
vestigation, 
who questioned him, 
did not disclose what information, 
if any they 
obtained 
from the 
prisoner. 
The arrest of Winkler resulted 


from the tracing, police said, of an 
automobile used by the mail rob- 
ber killers to a garage of Joseph 
Bergl, described by the investiga- 
tors as one of Winkler's one-time 
business associates. Through pic- 
tures the police said they had been 
able to identity the owner of the 
automobile as "Machine Gun" Kel- 
ly, the southwestern desperado. ' 
In addition, ballistic experts said 
they had linked the killing of 
Policeman Miles Cummingham, slain 
by the mail robbers as they fled 
from the scene of their robbery last 
Friday, with the Kansas City Union 
station slayings, by finding a simil- 
arity in the bullets used. The bul- 
lets that ended Policeman Cum- 
mingham's life were like these taken 
from the bodies of four officers and 
Nash at Kansas City, they said. 
The reported linking of the two 
crimes caused Detective Chief Shoe- 
maker to express the opinion that 
the police had evidence that the 
gunmen who committed the Chicago 
robbery were members of an inter- 
locking gang that operated on a 
nationwide basis. 
Winkler was arrested shortly after 
the police had disclosed this opinion 
and had given out the information 
that James (Fur) Sammons, Verne 
Miller and Claude Maddox. all re- 
puted hoodlums, were sought as 
members of the syndicate believed 
by police to have been committing 
holdups and Wdnapings on a wide 
scale. Kelly is wanted <n connec- 
tion with the kidnaping of Charles 
Urschel. wealthy Oklahoma City oil 
man. for which his alleged associate, 
Harvey Bailey, is now on trial. 


A detective, who trailed a chauf- 
feur, and then followed a grocery 
boy into the kitchen of Winkler's 
apartment, arrested Mrs. Winkler, 
later seizing her husband attired in 
silk pajamas, as he emerged into the 
room.

WINKLER COMES TO LIGHT. 


be of interest to the people of Nebraska 


that Gus Winkler, a "public enemy," has been 


taken Into custody again by the Chicago police, seek- 
ing to rout out the criminal elements in the Windy 
city. It wasn't a new experience for Mr. Winkler. 
He and the police have been on terms of intimate 
contact over the last two years, but in some manner, 
he has managed consistently to defeat all attempts 
to incriminate him in the reign of lawlessness, em- 
bracing bank robbing and Kidnaping. 


Winkler was in custody in Nebraska, charged with 


participation in the robbery of the Lincoln National 
bank. He bartered for his freedom to the extent that 
he indicated he believed he could discover where the 
loot was, and that he would arrange for its return 
to the proper owners In the event the charge against 
him was not pushed. Technically, the 
failure 
to 


prosecute Gus Winkler was charged tc a lack of evi- 
dence and to a perfect alibi he presented. It was a 
ghastly mistake. A judge and a jury should have 
been permitted to determine the issue of Gus Wink- 
ler's guilt or innocence. 


There may be no profit in rehashing a case which 


was closed months and months ago, but there are 
certain lessons to be learned from it. Winkler gains 
the designation of a public enemy under a special 
act in Chicago enacted for the sole purpose of aid- 
ing law enforcement officials in their campaign to 
suppress crime. He has been hauled in time after 
time, questioned, held on suspicion, but never caught 
with the goods. It has cost a great deal of time and 
6 great deal more money to keep in touch with him, 
when the whole issue might have been settled had 
the proper procedure been adopted here in Lincoln. 
His exact status in gangland still remains a mystery. 
That there it some connection of some 
character 


seems certain. Even though the gangster element 
has been bold and arrogant and contemptuous in re- 
cent years, it does not pass around the information 
as to the location of loot to those who are not in 
league with it. It has been as plain as the nose on 
his face that Gus Winkler has established some sort 
of relationship with a lawless syndicate of a nation- 
al character, operating to various sections of the 
country, and carrying a reign of terror to people. 


Winkler's latest detention came as a result of the 


recent robbery of four Chicago federal reserve bank 
employes, terminating in the slaying of a policeman 
•who sought to intervene. Undoubtedly, whether he 
is innocent or guilty of any connection with this 
latest crime, fie will have an impressive record to ab- 
solve him from it. The alibi in the cases of reputed 
or known gangsters is of no value. It becomes as 
useful a weapon in their hands as the smoking gun. 
In an organization so efficiently mobilized as the 
crime organization in this country is, it isn't diffi- 
cult to set up an alibi. 


It will be necessary to become a great deal more 


hardboiled In dealing with hoodlums and despera- 
does, if the intensive fight against crime is to ac- 
complish Its purpose. There must be a very con- 
siderable readjustment of public opinion. The change 
involves the attitude taken with respect to the safe- 
guards thrown around the individual. There are so 
many that society itself sometimes is left hopelessly 
and helplessly bound. If we are to continue to deal 
squeamishly with legal procedure, the criminal ele- 
ment can continue to laugh up its sleeve, to rob 
banks, to plunder individuals, to kidnap people and 
hold them for ransom, and when necessary, to kill- 
It is not bothered either by conscience or technical- 
ities. It knows what it wants, and It adopts the 
ehortest course In attaining it. 


In no other branch of government are old archaic 


institutions tending to defeat the purposes of orderly 
society mora than in the matter of criminal proce- 
dure. For » time it was mawkish sentimentality, in 
the hope that men would be chastened and regen- 
erated and returned to useful citizenship. The pub- 
lic has gotten over that fairly well. Now, it is the 
endless technicalities which step in to outrage law 
and justice. The Winkler case it the perfect illus- 
tration. It was a shame and a disgrace to this com- 
munity. Ever since he was given his liberty here, he 
has been engulfed in trouble. The most salutary 
step that could have been taken would have been to 
have placed him on trial and to have permitted a 
jury to say whether he would be privileged to roam 
at his will. 


SCIENCE TO THE RESCUE. 


F ALL the new wonders of science, one of the 


most intriguing developments is a relatively new 


variety of the hop plant that resists mildew. Science 
has actually taught this plant to "stay in nights" 
lest It be nipped by harmful parasites. 


In Oregon, where hops equal in quality to those of 


any country in the world are grown, contrary to some 
of our brewmasters' traditions, mildew in the hop 
fields became a very serious problem several years 
ago. 
The farmers' lament traveled two thousand 


miles to Washington, where congress doled out a few 
thousand dollars for research. Federal and state 
botantists labored on the problem and have solved it, 
it appears, by the "stay in at night" method. 


The dangerous paraS^e, it was found, was aided 


and abetted in its destruction by the early morn- 
ing dew. The hop plant, something after the fash- 
ion of the morning glory, was accustomed to open 
its throat to the elements at about 2 o'clock in the 
morning, closing at about 11 a. m. If, reasoned the 
scientists, the plant could be made to "stay in bed" 
or keep shut until about 6 a. m., little dew would en- 
ter and the parasites would not prosper. After in- 
numerable experiments, a variety of the plant was 
successfully developed which only opens from 6 to 
11 and is practically proof against mildew, at least 
more than 3.2 per cent. 


THROW IT ON THE SCHOOLS? 
T 


HE multiplying human problems which have re- 


ceived public attention 
since the war have 


brought about one tendency which deserves thought- 
ful consideration. That is the easy manner in which 
every theorist has tried to throw the burden of every 
campaign upon the schools. 


The latest such suggestion comes from the mana- 


ger of an investors protective bureau in Chicago, 
who wants the schools to train future citizens in the 
fundamentals of safe investment. This, as so many 
of the other Ideas, sounds so plausible that few 
voices will oppose the plan. We do not say that 
some place should not be found in the curriculum for 
such instruction. 


But while we readily pile new responsibilities on 


the schols, we must think what we are doing to the 
schools themselves. There was a time when a moth- 
er or father was considered responsible for the de- 
velopment of a child. Now, far too many parents 
gladly shunt the whole burden of moral and spiritual 
training upon the schools and other agencies. 


In the last two decades we have gone a long way 


toward making the schools responsible for the voca- 
tional training of children, for their health, their 
every habit and thought. Naturally, the results have 
not been ideal. One agency cannot do the whole 
job of molding a child when nearly every other force 
is directed in selfish and thoughtless paths. 


There is another angle. One cannot speak of the 


school problem without talking finance. That's the 
crux of the situation. No doubt, with enough money 
the schools might be able to perform all of the mira- 
cles expected of them. But instead, every time the 
economic cycle pinches a little, the schools come in 
for the most drastic tax cuts, while their responsibili- 
ties continue to multiply. 


BANKRUPTCIES FOR CITIES.

ON THE OTHER FOOT. 
A GREAT deal has been made of the refusal of 
William E. Humphrey, a republican member of 


the federal trade commission, to tender his resigna- 
tion to the president. Mr. Humphrey has refused to 
resign on the ground that the trade commission was 
an independent body not under presidential control. 
It was his contention there were only two grounds 
for removal—wrong doing or inefficiency—and since 
neither has been cited by the president in his re- 
quest for resignation.

water, vitamins and proper salts. 
The tissue material conies from the 
protein, which should be in the form 
of animal foods for reasons to be de- 
scribed in a later article. Energy 
comes from all classes of foods— 
carbohydrates (starches and sugars) 
fat and protein. Water, salts and 
vitamins are part of all foods al- 
though some of them must be de- 
liberately added in order to make up 
a sufficiency. 
For a great many very good rea- 
sons we are in the habit of consum- 
ing our dietary requirements at 
three periods—breakfast, lunch and 
supper. Perhaps this is not abso- 
lutely necessary It might be possible 
for us to consume our whole daily 
requirement at one meaL If reduced 
to a state of savagery, when food 
supply depended upon circumstance 
—a fortunate kill or finding good 
feeding grounds—we might have to 
learn to gorge. 
But we are not bound to do so, 
with the supply of agricultural pro- 
ducts what it is, and our bodily 
mechanism is not suited to it. The 
human stomach is comparatively 
small and empties itself in six hours 
so that at the end of that time we 
have the 
uncomfortable 
feeling 
called hungei. Therefore our meals 
are about six hours apart, and a 
long period at night when sleep and 
the heaviest meal tend to keep us 
from becoming hungry. 
Let us go through an average 
man's day of three average meals 
and see how we arrange our normal 
diet, inquire as we go whether what 
we are doing is wise and according 
to the dictates of science.
